Fine 4rt Practiced by tlio Soldiers Jfow 


In SouMi Africa.

"shell-dodging,"-and the average read- 
er is at first at a loss to understand 
tH'e precise meaning of the words, un- 
til their constant., repetition leads one 
to belleVe that probab.ly.lt is possible 
to see shells in their aerial flight, and 
consequently the soldiers ^aVe flDis to 
codge them, A sergeant'major o£ ar- 
tillery, wJno has seen some active serv- 
ice all ovor- the world, gives us some 
Information about the true art. 
In all 


kis' long experience he said he had 
p/nly seen three or four shells actually 
in the air, and they came from the gun 
he himself fired. He explained that 
there are few guns witu a somewhat 
slow muzzle velocity, and the men Mr- 
ing 
these 
can sometimes catch 
a 


glimpse of the shells ill their, flight; 
but it would be impossible for any man 
to see a shot coming toward himself, 
Dodging shells is done by getting un- 
der cover immedia.t'ly before a gun is 
actually fired. "For instance," said tlie 
sergeant major, "i£ I were climbing a 
hill, at the top of which a gun was di- 
rected against me. I could tell exactly 
when a shell, was likely to come bound- 
ing along.

With such 
reports parts of the wall would con- 
stantly break away and fail into a mil- 
lion pieces, strewing the water with 
small fragments of ice, but not with 
icebergs. 
Above us rose a cliff to an 


altitude of about 2,000 feet; out from 
this' were projecting mantel-like rocks, 
which served as resting places for the 
cormorants and sea-gulls.

of Finland off the map. 
As Poland 


has disappeared, so will Finland dis- 
appear, and iu anticipation of that 
evil'day the exodus of tho Finns hna 
begun. 
' It is to America that thoy are com- 
ing. 
A conservative estimate by im- 


migration agencies and. the Finnish- 
American press places the number of 
Finnish immigrants already arrived In 
this country since last March at 12,- 
000. 
Most of them have located in 


Michigan, the Dakotas, California aud 
Alaska. 


In New York a- company lias been 


formed to aid the Finnish immigrants 
and to form a large colony of Finns 
either In Canada or in the Car westeru 
, states of America.. Over 20.000 heads 


of families have already entered into 
a contract will) the Finnish represent- 
atives of the American company, aud 
next spring will see one of the heav- 
iest 
immigrations 
ever 
undertaken 


from the northern countries. 


It is estimated that during the spring 


nml early summer mouths more thau 
f>5,000 Fiuus will have escaped from 
the Russian bear to take-up the task 
of building new homos either la . the 
United States or Canada.

all that it can to stem this tide of 
emigration, for the bojir does not \vish 
a deserted laud.

of slaves nnd cares little for the rug- 
ged, sea invested acres unless the 
hardy native folk remain to till them. 


Baron V. 31. von Boru, one of the

weeks ago secured {iermissiou from 
the Finnish senate to send his sou, 
Erust Victor, a minor, to England to 
be educated. Governor General I-iobri- 
koft' refused his consent, nor did he 
permit an appeal to be made by tlie 
baron to the czar, but returned the 
application to the senate. 
He also 


issued orders to the governors of till 
the provinces to immediately report 
to him the number of imiuigrauts who 
have left tlioir respective provinces 
and instructed them to refuse pass- 
ports to all Intending immigrants uu- 
til further orders". 


It is rumored in Finland that if the 


governor general cuuiiot prohibit im- 
migration he will raise the present im- 
migration tax of 2!,G marks per person 
to such a high figure that few of the 
people can afford to pay the tax. 


The Uussian censorship is so strict 


and the system of opening letters pass- 
in,;:: through the Finnish postoftiee ad- 
dressed to foreign countries being a 
notorious fact, little of what transpires 
in Finland has reached the continent 
of Europe, mid it is mostly through 
Swedish sources that information of 
events in Finland reach the outside 
world. 


The Swedish-Finnish press is so ham- 


pered with regulations issued by the 
governor general as to exist barely in 
namo. 
According to n recent edict, a 


Ilussiau newspaper is to be established 
at ICclsiagfors. tho Finnish capital. 
Thirty thousand Finnish marks to aid 
the publishers has been ordered to bo 
paid by the Finnish treasury, nnd an

porting.
